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Claim Objections 

Claim 7-8, 10 and 11 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent 
form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 7 depends on claim 8. 

Claim Rejections ' 35 use § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4, 9 and 12-14 are rejected imder 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by 100313946 (946). 

Per claims 1 and 12-13, 946 teaches a liquid crystal display device, comprising: gate 
[110] and data lines [100] on a first substrate [203] and crossing each other defining a pixel 
region [102]; a thin film transistor at a crossing of the gate and data lines [110]; a pixel 
electrode on a first substrate connected to the thin film transistor and having a circular band 
shape [219]; a common line on a second substrate spaced apart firom and facing the first 
substrate; and a common electrode in the shape of a circular band extending fi"om the common 
line [211]. 

Per claims 2-4, 9 and 14 946 teaches the common electrode alternates with the pixel 
electrode and wherein the common electrode includes first and second common electrode 
patterns and the pixel electrode includes first and second pixel electrode patterns, wherein the 
first pixel electrode pattern is disposed between the first and second common electrode pattems 
and the second pixel electrode pattern is disposed inside the second common electrode 
pattem[see figure 4]. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5-6 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 946. 

946 lacks Ag dots on the common electrode; the pixel and common electrodes have an 
elliptical shape; a black matrix and a color filter layer on the second substrate, wherein the color 
filter layer includes red, green and blue sub-color filters. However it was well known to use AG 
on common electrodes to improve conductivity, form elliptical shaped electrode to improve 
viewing angle and add a black matrix and color filter to improve contrast and add color. 
Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
invention.
